"Please commissioner, deliver us." 


As she spoke she bowed. White 


grasped her hand, bowed himself 
and then kissed her hand. For a 
moment everyone was quiet. Then 
there was a roar of wild cheers. 


Cries of "Long live the commis- 


sion" and "Long live President Hoo- 
ver" were heard on all sides. Wo- 
men leaders cried with happiness 
and said the Emporia man's act was 
one of the greatest 
gestures of 


friendship the Hoover group could 
have made toward Haiti. 


Previously members of the inves-

test at the American occupation and 
in expression of the hope for res- 
toration of self government.

Dr. James H. Snook, the professor 
who killed his student, mistress 
Theora Hix, paid with his life in 
the electric chair at Ohio peniten- 
tiary last, night. 


The former instructor in veteri- 


nary surgery at Ohio State uni- 
versity went calmly to death for 
the crime which he confessed, in 
his last hours, was 
deliberately 


planned to end an 
affair which 


threatened to ruin his position and 
reputation. 
It was eight months 


and 18 days after he left the muti- 
lated body of the 24-yea.r-old 
girl 


lying on a rifle range near the city. 


Dr. Snook, who was 50, walked 


unassisted to the chair. His man- 
ner was cool, his eyes alert, his 
lips silent. A minister from whom 
he had just accepted communion in- 
toned a benediction as two guards 
adjusted electrodes to Dr. Snook's 
right leg and the top of his head. 
Six thousand volts 
of electricity 


passed through his body in three 
charges. He was pronounced dead 
at 7:09 p. m. 


Today Dr. Snook's body was at 


the disposal of his faithful wife, 
Helen Marple Snook, who visited 
him daily for the past week as the 
Ohio supreme court and Governor 
Cooper refused to intervene in his 
behalf. 
She shared his last meal 


with him and stayed at the peni- 
tentiary until he had been execut- 
ed. Then she went to her home, 
evading the curious 
crowds and 


keeping secret her plans for the 
burial. 


Snook's self control was not shak- 


en during his last hours. Except 
for n. trace of annoyance when the 
barber was late to shave him and 
for signs that he had been weeping 
after parting with his wife, he was 
perfectly calm as he prepared to 
die. 


His last meal was of fried chick- 


en prepared by the wife of Warden 
P. E. Thomas. 
With him were 


Mrs. Snook; his pastor, Rev. Isaac 
E. Miller of the King Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal church; Rev. K. E. 
Wall, penitentiary chaplain; Oscar 
Roedcll 
of 
Pomeroy, Ohio, Dr. 


Snook's close ' friend, 
and Mrs. 


Frank Landrum of Junction City, 
Ohio, a cousin of Mrs. Snook. 


"We might have been at a pic-

Miller reported later. 


"Dr. Snook ate heartily, and we 
talked of pleasant subjects."

created by the cold weather was

While distribution in most lines 
of wholesale trade was

Business Improves. 
T'he review said that since the 
return of fair weather reports has 
been received that business was 
showing 
a 
noticeable improve- 


ment. 


Agriculture and 
livestock also 


were hard hit by the bitter cold, 
according 
to 
the 
report. 
Agri- 


cultural operations wore retarded 
and 
all 
growing 
crops 
heavily 


damaged. "Winter grains suffered 
considerably in those areas where 
the snow covering was 
insuffi- 


cient for protection." the review 
stated. "Other vegetation in most 
sections

in 
the 
extreme 


southern part of-"' the state, was 
killed and truck farmers of that 
section suffered heavy losses. Fur- 
thermore, the wet soil delayed the 
preparation of the land for spring 
planting.

The report axlded that favorable 


weather prevailing since the first 
of February had greatly improved 
the situation. Rain and snow left 
a good season in the ground and 
the soil was said to be in ex- 
cellent condition for plowing and 
planting. 


Building at Low, Ebb 


The valuation of builHing per- 


mits issued at principal cities de- 
clined to a low level in January, 
tho volume for the month being 31 
per cent less than in December 
and 21 per cent below January 
last year," said the review. "The 
production, 
shipments 
and 
new 
orders for lumber, while larger 
than in the previous month, were 
much smaller than a year ago. 


"According to the report of the 


Department of Labor, the decline 
in manufacturing'activity and the 
stoppage of much outdoor work 
brought about a reduction of em- 
ployment during January.

Psittacosis has been prom- 


inent in the news for weeks, 
following the diagnosis of 
an illness in Maryland as 
"parrot's fever." The "par- 
rot disease," so called, is a 
novelty to physicians of the 
United States, although it is 
by no means new to medical 
science. 
With 


strongly 
resembling pneu- 


monia and 
typhoid fever, 


psittacosis 
has 
presented 


difficulties in accurate di- 
agnosis. 
Doctors have as- 


sured the public, incidental- 
ly, that the disease is rare, 
and that there is no danger 
of an epidemic. 


The "parrot's fever" has 


been known for many years 
as a disease of the P.sittaci 
or, as the order is usually 
called, 
Psittaciform.es—the 


zoological order to 
which 


parrots belong. 
The name 


of the order, according to 
Webster's New Internation- 
al Dictionary, comes from 
the Latin word "psittacus," 
meaning a parrot; the Latin 
word is borrowed from the 
Greek. 
Psittacosis is form- 


ed in the same way, from 
"psittakos," meaning parrot, 
and"-osis," a Greek 
suffix 


used in medical works 
to 


mean "an abnormal or dis- 
eased condition." Psittaco- 
sis, therefore, from its deri- 
vation would mean a diseas- 
ed condition in a parrot. 
This particular disease 
of 


parrots is communicable to 
man. 


Other 
"parrot 
words," 


with the Latin-Greek "psit- 
tacus" in 
their formation, 


are the 
following: 
psitta- 


cine, meaning pertaining to 
parrots; psittacinite, a min- 
eral of a greenish "parrot 
color;" and 
other rather 


rare scientific terms. 


Parrots are scientifically 


described 
as 
zygodactyl 


birds, which sounds formid- 
able, but really means that, 
like woodpeckers, the par- 
rots arc yoke-footed, "hav- 
ing the toes 
arranged 
in 


pairs, two in front and two 
behind."

ably reveal a predilection, 
although, to be sure, it may 
be of very slight margin. 
It 


is instinctive in human be- 
ings to 
entertain opinions j 


and to express them. 
Very 


often people are not aware 
of their prejudices and opin- 
ions on 
certain issues or 


questions because they have 
not discussed or g i v e n 
thought to those 
mzftters. 


That which best illustrates 
the human instinct of preju- 
dice is the immediate reac- 
tion up6n the average mind 
of some new question. 
In 


such instances it usually is 
found that the average indi- 
vidual has reached an opin- 
ion before learning all the 
facts in the case. 


Humanity will always en- 


tertain its prejudices and 
preferences, but a great por- 
tion of it no longer seeks to 
force prejudices and prefer- 
ences, and a great many still 
do seek to force

In making wall board screens, the 


board should be given a glue "siz- 
ing* and allowed to dry before pa- 
pering. The edges of the screen 
should be bound with a border strip 
or turned under. For that, old lac- 
quer effect, coat, with gelatin after 
the paper is put on and waterproof 
with varnish with a little orange 
shellac. 


In a. fabric screen, a. less expen- 


sive base than wall board may be 
used, 
wood frame is enoughit. A 


straight edge of the material Is 
tacked along one upright section, 
the lop and bottom are pulled tight 
and tacked, and tho section oppo- 
site the first is the last to be fin- 
ished. A narrow gimp is then car- 
ried around the edge, held In place 
with tacks.

and the steamship Scantic of the 
United States Shipping Board. 
Roland Kreher, 3-year-old son of 


Mrs. Charles Kreher of New% Or- 
leans, died from 
burns 
received 


while with friends of tho ship's per- 
sonnel at a dinner as the fire broke 
out on the adjacent dock last night 
and spread furiously to the 
ship. 
His mother was among those seri- 
ously hurt. 
Joseph J^yan, 26, messman on the 
steamship, was the other death vic- 
tim. 
His charred body was found 


on the deck of the Scantic after 
she was torn from her moorings by 
tugs and towed into midstream, a 
blazing inferno. 


The 'fire started in an undeterm- 
ined manner among 15,000 bales of 
cotton on the dock leased to An- 
derson, Clayton 
Warehouse and. 


Compress company and spread to 
the ship, cutting off the gangway 
and igniting the upper deck of the 
Scantic, laden with bales of cotton 
for export to Italy, 


While 
the 
flames 
crackled 


through the great wooden wharf 
and leaped onto the ship, pandemo- 
nium reigned. Several men aboard 
jumped jnto the river and swam 
to safety. One woman, Mrs. Harold 
Mann, wife of the second mate on 
the Scontic, leaped into the water 
and was rescued by a tug. Others 
were rescued' over the side of the 
blazing craft by boats. 


As the steamship was towed into 


mid-stream, water was poured into 
the port holes and upon the blazing 
cotton while the rescue work was 
going on. The ship suffered loss 
of $75,000. -By heroic efforts, land 
and sea fighting apparatus halted 
the spectacular blaze within a hun- 
dred feet of at least 50,000 bales of 
cotton stored on grounds of the 
compress company. The river was 
strewn for miles with a floating mass 
of burning bales of cotton lending a 


trail of the destruction to a wide 
area. 


George Florine, 
boatman, 
was 


credited with saving four lives. He 
picked four persons up beside • the 
burning steamer as they went over- 
board. 


Harold Mann, second mate, said
